Pedro Andres Jose Gomis, representative of the Sindicatos Unidos Petroleros 
del Estado (United Oil Syndicates of the State) has been authorized by the 
Peron government to accept an invitation to visit Brazil, and has been in-' 
structed to assist in propagandizing against the exploitation of Brazilian 
oil resources by American, British, and international trusts, and to sup- 
port the stand that Brazilian oil be exploited with Brazilian capital, 
management, and labor. He was allegedly invited to Brazil by General Julio 
Casetano Horta Barbosa, leader in the Brazilian campaign against foreign ex- 
ploitation of Brazilian petroleum. 

Gomis, a Peron iota and anti-American, may Invite Brazilian r cpresentatives 
to come to Buenos Aires to attend a contemplated congress of Latin American 
oil workers. The congress, which is being planned by the Confederacion 
General del Trabajo ( CGT ) , will discuss means to fight oil trusts.
